THE FAIR TONG 


Catholic Day Will Be Observed With 
Spectacular Climax in Honor 
of Cardinal Satolli. 


VENETIAN SCENE ON LAGOONS 


Distinguished Representative of the 
Vatican Reaches the Grounds 
Early Under Escort. 


Thursday is Catholic day at the Fair. 
Thousands of members of the church went 
to the grounds this morning and will re- 
main until this evening, attending the ex- 
ercises at 5 o'clock this afternoon in Fes- 
tival Hall, and then remaining to witness 
the beautiful water.spectacle to be given 
at 9 o'clock on the lagoons. 

The grand Venetian water festival will 
be the first event of its kind to be given 
at the Fair, and with the many-colored 
lights which will be thrown upon the 2 
gondolas and launches upon the basin as 
they execute their maneuvers, the sight 
will be a grand one. 

The start of the gondolas and launches 
will be made from the landing on the 
Grand Basin at the southeast corner of 
the Wlectricity Palace. The parade will 
be led by the swan boat, containing the 
mandolin orchestra. Next will be Presi- 
dent Francis’ private launch, containing 
Cardinal Satglli, Archbishop Glennon and 
President Francis. The next gondola will 


contain the members of Cardinal Satvoili’s 
party, and will be followed by a gondola 
containing Mayor Wells, Gov. Dockery and 
party. he remaining launches and gon- 
dolas will be occupied by foreign commis- 
sions and committees. 

The vessels will be elaborately decorated 
with flags and Japanese lanterns, and as 
they enter the Grand Basin at the north- 
west corner all-illumination in that viefmty 
will be extinguished.

“BULLET tS HMI 


Herman Smith Refused to “Move On” 
and Grappled With Police- 
man O’Hare. 


OFFICER’S PISTOL DISCHARGED 


Declares He Was Attacked by Dead 
Man’s Pals and Shooting 
Was Accident. 


In a struggle with Emergency Special Of- 
ficer Frank O'Hare at 10 o'clock Wednes- 
day night at Blair avenue and Destrehan 
street, Herman Smith, 27 years old, a col- 
lar maker of 15230 Destrehan street, was 
shot through the body close to the heart. 
He died in the ambulance on the way to 
the hospital. O’Hare and Smith were 
struggling for the possession of the offi- 
cer’s revolver, which the policeman claims 
Smith had managed to secure, while he 
was attempting to again get possessign 
of it. 

According to the statement of the officer, 
there have been frequent complaints of 
late of a crowd of men and boys loafing 
at this corner, to the annoyance of th 
residents of the neighborhood. Wednes- 
day night, he says, he found four men, 
among them Smith, sitting on a bread box. 
He ordered them to move on and all obeyed 
except Smith, who, it is claimed, told the 
officer that the entire police department 
could not compel him to vacate the cor- 
ner. He was placed under arrest and 
O'Hara started with him to a patrol box at 
Fourteenth and Buchanan streets. 

On the way Smith is said to have at- 


tempted to break from the officer, and in 
the struggle which resulted he is said to 
have obtained possession of O'Hara's re- 
volver, which the officer grabbed and 
finally succeeded in fYregaining. O'Hara 
says that whtle the revolver was in Smith's 
hand the latter made an attempt to strike 
him with it.

TO END HER LIFE 


Her Attempt in Husband’s Presence 
Designed as Punishment for His 
Part in Quarrel. 


HER LIFE MAY BE SAVED 


Husband Works at Night ana She 
Waited for His Return After 
Buying Acid. 


Because of a quarrel with her husband 
Mrs. Laura Romer of 3316 Marine avenue 
waited all night in order to try to kill 
herself in his presence. 

The husband, Julius Romer, is employed 
at night. Before he left for his work 
Wednesday evening he and his wife had a 
disugreement, and he left in anger. 

His wife brooded over it and determined 
to kill herself, but to the more effectively 
punish him for what she regarded as his 
ill treatment of her, she decided to make 
him a witness of heft act. 

She purchased a vial of carbolic acid and 
waited until morning. She watched for the 
return of her husband. As he entered the 


yard she ran into the kitchen and got the 
poison and went back on the porch. As he 
came to the bottom of the steps leading 
up to the porch she swallowed the acid 
and fell to the floor. 

Policeman Gus Welch was attracted by 
the excitement. He called an ambulance 
and the woman was taken to the City Hoe- 
pital, her husband atcompanying her. Her 
condition is critical, but there , a possi- 
bility that. her life may be saved. 

At the hospital the husband refused to 
talk further than to say that she had had 
a little trouble. Mrs. Romer is 37 years old.

Battered Torpedo Craft Escapes From 
Port Arthur to New-Chwang, but 
Her Bow Gun Is Shot Away in En- 


gagement 


OFFICERS TELL VARYING 
STORIES OF MOVEMENTS 


Vessel Is Literally Covered With 
Men, Possibly Rescued From Other. 
Disabled Craft—She Left Port Ar- 
thur Tuesday.

NDW-CHWANG, June 30.—The Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer Lieutenant Burukoff 
arrived here from Port Arthur yesterday 
evening and is berthed alongside the gun- 
boat Sivouch. The river bank was soon 
crowded with excited natives, who were 
told by the Russians that the Japanese 
fleet had been completely destroyed. 

The officers of the Licutenant Burukoff 
tell several stories. One is that Admiral 
Togo's report of the fighting was exagger- 
ated, and that the Russians have made two 
cruises in the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li in five 
days. 

Another story is that the Port Arthur 
fleet has jdined the Vladivostok squadron. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press sent a messenger who speaks Rus- 
sian to the side of the destroyer, but the 
Russian sailors would not talk, except to 
say that they left Port Arthur Tuesday, 

Every inch of the boat was crowded with 
men. She had the appearance of having 
been in a general engagement, her bow gun 
having been shot away and it looked-as if 
she had rescued many men. 

The Lieutenant Burukoff is one of the 
torpedo boat destroyers taken from the 
Chinese at Taku in 190. The general be- 
lief here is that she ran Admiral Togo’s 
blockade and came here with dispatches 
for the army and for St. Petersburg. This 
is quite natural, as two Cossack officers 
were on board, 

The Russians last night celebrated the 
arrival of the Lieutenant Burukoff. Bands 
of music from the camp, cast of town, were 
gent to the administrator's house, where 
there was singing and a champagne dinner. 
All the efforts made to obtain informa- 
tion regarding Gen. Kuroki’s movements 
have been futile. An unconfirmed report 
is circujated that he has r®ached Hal- 
Cheng and cut off communication with 
Liao-Yang. 

The Russians have a large force at Ta- 
Tche-Kiao. 

A Russian officer informed the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press that Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s plan is to place 180,000 men 
in that vicinity. This, however, is believed 
to be impossible. 

Heavy rains continue. The roads 
throughout Manchuria are quagmires, and 
it is all but impossible to move artillery. 


VLADIVOSTOK SQUADRON 
SHELLS JAPANESE COLONY. 


SEOUL, June #.—It is announced from 
official sources that the Russian Vliadivos- 
tok squadron, consisting of three cruisers 
and il torpedo boats and destroyers, ap- 
peared off Gen San today and threw 150 
shelis into the Japanese settlement.

THE CHANGED ROOSEVELT. 

In its comparison of Roosevelt as he was with Roosevelt as 
he is, the New York World found that political ambition had 
wrought many and great changes in the man. Beginning his 
career as an impulsive, aggressive and courageous reformer, he 
defied opposition and gloried in making enemies. He persisted 
in his good impulses. He adhered through thick and thin to his 
convictions, regardless of the enemies he made. ‘ 

But with his rapid rise to power and with the opening of 
larger opportunity in the field of politics, a subtle but decided 
change took place in his thought and conduct. 

As a civil service reformer, he compelled the leaders of his own 
party to enforce the civil service law. As President he disre- 
garded the civil service rules of his own making. In the Anna 
Dreyer case he permitted powerful politicians to inflict a great 
wrong upon a woman in the government service and turn the 


civil service law into a farce. 

As governor of New York he earned the hostility of tax- 
dodging corporations by signing the franchise tax measure, but 
subsequently compromised by having it amended in their in- 
terest. : 

As assistant secretary of the navy he thrust aside all regard 
of persons and conventions to prepare the navy for war. But 
as President he humiliated a naval officer who had gained a 
great victory, in order to play to the gallery, and demoralized 
the army to promote a personal friend over the heads of able 
and experienced veterans. 

t he is a man of reckless impulses it not now the worst 
thing that can be said of him; he compromises with his best 
impulses. Perhaps the best illustration of the new Roosevelt 
is found in his conduct towards the trusts and the tariff-shel- 
tered monopolies. His first vigorous and inspiring utterance 
against the law-breaking trusts was quickly modified to a 
carefully-worded statement that only the bad: trusts should be 
punished. : 

When he ordered Attorney-General ‘Knox to proceed against 
the Northern Securities Co., the country was thrilled with the 
hope that at last we had a President who would thoroughly 
enforce the anti-trust law.* But after that admirable stroke, 
the administration ceased all activity in the enforcement of the 
law. With a supreme court decision which supplied a basis for 
the most aggressive and successful attack on illegal combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, not a finger was lifted against them. 
On the contrary, Mr. Roosevelt made haste to demonstrate to 
the trust magnates who had threatened him with their dis- 
pleasure, that they had nothing more to fear from his admin-

and the captains of industry, who want 
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The platform adopted by the Chicago convention, which was 
dictated. by Mr. Roosevelt. himself, was a sufficient surrender: to 
the. trust combinations and the tariff-sheltered monopolies. 
The party’s declaration on the subject of tariff fell far below 
Mr. ‘Roosevelt's own previous professions and below even Mr. 
MeKinley’s last utterances, In the matter of regulating trusts, 
the party treads. so lightly and delicately around them, that 
their repose is in no danger of being disturbed. 

Mr. Roosevelt's own acts constitute an interpretation of the 
platform Which goes far beyond the original document in reas- 
suring the monopoly magnates. 

Mr. Knox, who had the distinction of being the only attorney- 
general who had successfully attacked a criminal combination. 
at the behest of the railread and trust magnates was taken out 
of the attorney-generalship and put into the Senate. 

For Knox in the uttorney-generalship Mr. Roosevelt sub- 
stituted Secretary of the Navy Moody, who goes into this im- 
prrtant office as a makeshift, with the announcement that on 
“ie 4th of March he will return to his corporation practice. 

Mr. Moody likely, in the interim, to conduct a Vigorous legal 

umpaign against the corporate monopolies? 

Mr. Cortelyou, a painstaking, industrious official, is taken 
out of the bureau of commerce and labor, where too much in- 
dustry might be distasteful and dangerous to the trusts, and is 
made Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign manager, with the job of “fry- 
ing the fat” out of the big monopoly interests. His place is 
taken by Metcalf of California, whose sole claim to recognition 
is the fact that he hails from the territory of the Southern 
Pacific. :

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PRESIDENT FRANCIS’ WISE SUGGESTION. 

In a statement to the New York World concerning the condi- 
tions and prospects of the Exposition, President Francis gives 
assurance that the Exposition expects to meet every Sbliga- 
tion and shows from the progressive increase of attendance 
that the prospect is Bright. 

Speaking of publicity, he makes a timely and reasonable 
appeal to the press for co-operation. He says the management 
has not neglected publicity, but has devoted a great deal oi 
money, labor and care to the work: but he adds truly, all of 
their efforts are futile without the hearty co-operation of the 


‘press. 


President Francis points out what may be designated as the 
obligations of the press in connection with the Exposition. He 
suggests that they are three-fold—to their readers, to their 
country and to their states. The Exposition, he says, does not 
belong to St. Louis, nor to Missouri, but to the United States 
and to every state. The nation has invested millions in the 
Exposition. It has given it indorsement and liberal support. 
Every state in the Union has invested liberally in the Exposition. 
Every state has an interest in its success. All the people have 
an interest in its success; not merely its pecuniary success; but 
its popular success. It is a great educational and industria] 
project, designed for the common benefit of all the states and 
all the nations. The greater the attendance the greater the 
success of every state participating in it and of every exhibitor 
from every part of the world. 

In the matter of obligations of the press to its readers, he 
points. out that the Exposition embraces exhibits in art, in- 
dustry and ethnology offering material and information of 
the greatest interest to the student and to the curious, which 
could not possibly be gathered without enormous expense and 
arduous labor. It would require a trip around the world to 
see the sights within the gates of the Exposition. Many of 
the exhibits could not possibly be seen outside of the Exposi- 
tion even by a globe trotter. 

All of this is true. The newspaper which regards the Exposi- 
tion as anything less than a great opportunity to find most 
interesting material for pictures and articles for its readers 
and to promote the common interest, not only of all the people 
of the United States, but of the people of the civilized world, 
takes a very narrow view. It misses a great deal and in fail- 
ing to promote the success of the Exposition it fails to pro- 
mote the success of its own state and of its own country. 

The Exposition is not a commercial venture and cannot be ad- 
vertised on a commercial basis. To attain the highest success 
and to confer the greatest benefit it is necessary that it have 
the cordial co-operation of the press and the people. 
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It turns out that when the famous dispatch demanding Perdi- 
caris alive or Raisuli dead was sent, the American citizen was 
practically a free man. Anyhow it was not communicated to 
the bandit. So it was. after all, a bit of buncombe, useful in 
Chicago, but mere surplusage in Tangiers. is heroism 
manifested.

THE AMERICAN INVASION OF FRANCE. 


In Nice I rode in American trolley cars 
over American rails, this electric traction 
system being operated by an American 
concern—the Thomson-Houston Co., writes 
a foreign correspondent of Leslie's Week- 
ly. At Limoges I visited outlying farms 
that were operated entirely by American 
farm machinery, and daltries similarly 
equipped. At Nite the people drove to 
Monte Carlo in American carriages, the 
horses wearing American harness. At 
Leige American shotguns and rifles were 
shown to me in three different shops. At 
Lyons, where I visited the great silk mills, 
I found the workmen making the packing 
boxes, the very boxes in which silks are 
packed for shipment to New York, of 
American planed boards. In every factory 
l found American labor-saving tools, and 


in half the offices I saw American type- 


writers. 

At all ports I watched the unloading of 
cargoes of American coal, and a French 
merchant told me that his countrymen are 
convinced that the United States are about 
to supplant Great Britain in the European 
coal markets as the chief purveyor of that 
fuel. On the railroad on which I traveled 
from Paris to Orleans, American coal was 
used exclusively. In Paris I saw no end of 
American bicycles, and many of the 
French cycles were equipped with Ameri- 
can tires. At my Paris hotel I noticed 
that the window fastenings and door 
handles were supplied by a firm in Con- 
necticut. In a little hotel in Dijon I was 
served with sweet potatoes from North 
Carolina, these being actually among the 
first sweet potatoes used in France. Re- 
frigerate@? American beef could be had in 
any first-class restaurant. The elevator 
that carried me upstairs at the hotel in

Now, how is it that we are thus captur- 
ing the Frenchman and his francs? First 
of all, our manufacturers are wise enough 
to send commercial travelers into France 
with samples. Catalogues are sent ahead 
of the agent—beautiful catalogues in 
French, with the prices given in francs, 
not in dollars, and with weights and meas- 
ures given in the metric system, not in 
pounds as w@ Know pounds, and not in 
miles as we know miles.

OLD PARTIES ARE SCORED 
WITHOUT FEAR OR FAVOR 


A Large Majority of Delegates Favor 
Gen. Miles, and He May Be Nomi- 
nated Despite His Letter, Which 
Some Regard as a Declination. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 3.—Neither Re- 
publicans nor Democrats, at least, can 
charge that the Prohibition national con- 
vention this year lacks in enthusiasm or 
in national patriotism. It is far and away 
ahead of the Chicago convention of last 
week. The wild enthusiasm which ran 
through the sessions reached a series of 
climaxes when repeatedly Wilson 8S. Doan, 
in his address of welcome, National Chair- 
man Oliver W. Stewart in his short ad- 
dress preliminary to introducing the tem- 
porary officers of the convention, and Tem- 
porary Chairman Homer L. Castle in 
sounding ‘‘the key-note for the twentieth 
century,’ swept the convention off its feet, 
and delegates and visitors applauded and 
cheered the broadeides poured into the two 
old parties. These particularty were di- 
rected at the Republican party, as through- 
out the speeches the Democratic party 
was dealt with as a decrepit, wrecked in- 
stitution, hardly worth noticing except tn 
ridicule. 

Castile, referring to the Chicago conven- 
tion, alluded to it as ‘‘that crowd of inane, 
be-collared set who gathered last week to 
do the bidding of the hero of bloodless 
San Juan, a despoiler of every trust except 
the whisky trust; and Fairbanks was 
branded as a man with ‘‘a semi-national 
¢eputtation.”’ Republican Senators were 
scored because they refused to send back 
to Utah “its much-married Smoot."’ 

The Democrats were referred to as “un- 
caged hyenas who will convene next week 
at St. Louis.”
